LIVING COSTS REACH NEW 
PEAK IN NOVEMBER, MAY 
‘BE HIGHER BY NEW YEAR

¥. IVING costs reached a new 
record high in mid-Novem- 
™ ber, the Bureau of Labor. 
Statistics reported today, 
BLS statisticians said pri- 
vately that a 2 per cent whole- 
sale price jump since mid-No- 
vember indicates. the nation 
may swing into the new year 


higher than the mid-November 
peak, 


The bureau’s consumers’ 
price index rose approximately 
1 per cent from mid-October 
to mid-November to set the 
new record, The mid-Novem- 
ber index is 8 per cent higher 
than it was a year ago, 24 per 
cent above mid-June, 1946, 67 
per cent above August 1939— 
when the war in Europe began 
—and 165 per cent of the five- 
year 1 average of con- 
sumers’ prices. 

“Prices advanced in Novem- 
ber for all major groups of 
items,” the bureau report on 
its -mid-November findings 
said, 

Food » rose about one- 
half of 1 per cent between mid- 
Octobér and mid-November, 
BLS said, reaching to slightly 
below the peak they registered 
in September, The November 
food price status was 203 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average.

Andresen told reporters his in- 
formation concerning the 200 fed- 
éral employes from a “very 
reliable source.” He said he had 
been informed they were investi- 
gated by the Commodities Ex- 
change Authority. He said he did 
not Anow the results of the in- 
vestigation. | 

“If my information. is correct 
these Government employes are in 
a position to get inside informa- 
tion on Government commodity 
buying policies,” Anderson said. 

He said he did not know 
whether the federal employes al- 
legedly involved in the “specula- 
tive pool” included the 200 report- 
edly investigated by CEA. 

G. O. P. Criticizes List. 

Knowland said Anderson's lat- 
est list “is not the information 
that Congress -nd the country is 
interested in.” 

“They are interested in finding 
out the names of public officials— 
Government officials—speculating 
in commodities,” Knowland said. 
“If Secretary Anderson can’t see 
the difference, that’s just too bad. 
The Congress and the people can,”

GREEKS PREPARE 
DAWN ATTACK ON 
REBEL POSITIONS 


Six Guerrilla Strongpoints 
Destroyed—40,000 Ref. 
ugees Seek Shelter on 
Konitsa Road, |

ATHENS, Dec. 27 (AP)—Greek 
Army reinforcements destroyed 
more than half a dozen guerrilla 
strongpoints tonight in a drive to 
open the road to besieged Konitsa, 
where front dispatches reported 
44,000 refugees sought shelter from 
the fire of Communist 66-milll- 
meter guns. ” 

Under cover of darkness, the 
Government rushed more troops 
and heavy arms into the snow- 
covered highlands of Epirus for a 
massive assault at dawn, the ad- 
vices added. 

Bitter fighting between the Com- 
munist guerrillas and Greek Army 
troops was reported all along the 
Ioannina-Konitsa road from a 
point north of Kalpaki. The Com- 
munists hung doggedly to their 
remainigg roadblocks as part of 
their strategy to seize Konitsa, 
near the Albanian border, as the 
“capital” of their shadowy new 
“free state.” 

Although outgunned by the guer- 
rillas, the garrison at Konitsa was 
described as putting up ‘a ‘stub- 
born defense, The army com- 
mander in town, Brig. Constantine 
Dovas, was giving orders from a 
hospital bed after being wounded. 
His men beat off six powerful 
Communist attacks. 

Heavy Fighting at Bridge. 

Heavy. fighting raged. around 
the Bourozani bridge, west of Ko- 
nitsa on the Ioannina road, Gov- 
ernment forces must wrest this 
passageway from the Communists 
‘to break open the guerrilla ring 
at Konitsa. 

The silencing of two guerrilla 
artillery batteries relieved some of 
pressure on Konitsa.. It. was not 
certain. whether these guns had 
been destroyed by Greek planes 
thrown into the battle or whether 
the guerrillas had exhausted their 
A unition. The batteries were 
said to be on Greek soil only two 
and a half miles from the Al- 
banian frontier. 

Maj. Gen. Assimakis was. report- 
ed concentrating his forces in 
Kalpaki, 20 miles north of Ioan- 
nina, for the dawn attack. His 
relief column consisted of fresh 
troops sent into northwestern 
Greece from Macedonia. 

Local authorities in Ioannia 
said arrival of the Macedonian 
units brought the situation “un- 
der control.” These officials faced 
a refugee problem of their own 
since more than 40,000 persons 
‘had fled to Ioannina from the 
battle area.

SIGNED; RUSSIA TO PROVIDE 
GRAIN, OBTAIN. MACHINERY 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP). 
BRITISH-SOVIET trade 
agreement providing for 
barter of Russian grain for 

British machinery was signed 
| tonight in Moscow, the Board of 
Trade announced. 

The new trade pact ended 
months of negotiating resumed 
after a stalemate last summer. 

A ‘Board of Trade spokesman 
said the pact would be in opera- 
tion five years. Under it, Brit- 
ain will receive more than 500,- 
000 tons of coarse feed grains 
from Russia’s 1947 harvest, 
with shipment to begin from 
Black Sea ports about the mid- 
dle of January, No wheat is to 
be included in the early ship- 
ments. In return, Britain will 
send Russia timber cutting and 
transport machinery, civil en- 
gineering equipment and heavy 
electrical machinery, including 
mobile generating plants. 

(The United Press. said the 
agreement also would ease 
terms for Russia’s repayment 
of the balance of the 1941 and 
1944 civil supply credits to Brit- 
ain. It was understood that the 
agreement would grant a four- 
year moratorium on further pay- 
ments, waive altogether repay- 
ment of about $16,000,000, 
spread repayment of the fe- 
maining $200,000,000 over a 12- 
instead of five-year period, and 
reduce the interest rate from 
2 to % per cent).

Judge Alvin Bartelsmeyer of the 
County Court recalled that since 
1925, six attempts have been made 
to issue bonds for a new court- 
house. After five defeats in elec- 
tions, the proposal finally was ap- 
proved in 1945. .

Proposal to Require Off-Street 


Parking Space in New Zone Bill 


Planning Commission Subcommittee Favors 
Setting Up Requirements for New Homes 
_ Apartments and Theaters. | 


A recommendation that a pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance, be- 
ing prepared by the City Plan 
Commission for submission to the 
Board of Aldermen, include regu- 
lations requiring adequate off- 
street parking facilities, will be 
made to the commission by its 
subcommittee on zoning revision, 
it was learned yesterday. 

Tentative proposals agreed upon 
by members of the subcommittee 
would require providing parking 
space off the street for at least 
one automobile for each two fam- 
ily units in all new residential 
construction. Space for one auto- 
mobile would have to be provided 
for each six hotel rooms. New 
theaters constructed after the 
adoption of the ordinance would 
be required to furnish one parking 
space for each 12 seats, 

The committee, which has been 
studying the problem of revision 
of the 21-year-old zoning ordinance 
for several months, is expected to 
need several more months of study 
before it makes its final recom- 
mendations. 

Arenas, stadiums and audito- 
riums built under the proposed 
bill would have to furnish parking 
space for one automobile for each 
15 seats. Dance halls would have 
to furnish space for one vehicle 
for each 100 square feet of floor 
space, and restaurants, bars and 


taverns, one space for each 200 
square feet of floor space in excess 
of 1000 square feet. ~ 

Retail stores would have to pro- 
vide parking space for one vehicle 
for each 1000 square feet of floor 
space in excess of 3000 square feet 
and manufacturing plants. one 
parking space for each 10 persons 
employed. 

, The committee disapproved a 
proposal made by Harland Bartho- 
lomew, city planning engineer, 
that existing commercial buildings 
which are found in non-conform- 
ance with the new zoning provi- 
sions, after the adoption of the 
proposed ordinance, be permitted 
to remain in non-conformance 
only for a limited period of time. 

Bartholomew had suggested that 
this non-conformance be prohib- 
ited after the building had become 
40 years old; with a minimum per- 
mitted period of eight years after 
the effectiye date of the ordinance. 

The committee expressed itself 
as believing that inclusion of this 
provision - would endanger the 
chances of obtaining a new zon- 
ing ordinance. 

The revision committee consists 
of the Zoning Committee of the 
Plan Commission and representa- 
tives of the Council on Civic 
Needs, the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Real Estate Board and the 
League of Women Voters.

Vetter did not dispute the Gov- 
ernor’s right to fill the office of 
county surveyor, but contended the 
practice of naming whoever was 
elected surveyor to the highway 
engineer job was not binding on 
the county court. 

The suit to determine whether

‘was filed by Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor, who contended the 
county court acted evithout au- 
thority in appointing Kiburz.

Though exhausted he went that 
night to Joliet to speak in be- 
half of the Boers in their struggle 
for freedom. Ue sided once more 
with the underaog, collapsed and 
died the next day. Only 55, he 
had worn himself out in service 
for the people.

If the United States 1s-to meet the Soviet 
challenge, now apd in the future, govern- 
mental and private action appear impera- 
tive. President Truman's 10-point pro- 
gram, outlined in his message to the spe- 
cial session, briefly sketched what the 
White House thought should be done but 
there was no detailed, co-ordinated drive to 
follow through on it. Congress reflected 
the reluctant approach by finally adopting 
the “stopgap” legislation sponsored by Re- 
publican Senator Taft. This temporary 
legislation did not include a restoration of 
curbs on installment buying, although econ- 
omists point out that such buying involves 
the spending of future as well as curre 
income. 

The lack of Administration drive was. ex- 
emplified in the second annual report of the 
President's economic advisers this week. 
With the cost of living still going up these’ 
experts presented only a verbose academic 
essay on maximum production and did not 
attempt to offer any concrete propdésals for 
stopping the shrinkage of the dollar’s buy- 
ing power. The-report asked the rhetorical 
question: “Have we used the time and op- 
portunities available to us since VJ-day to 
organize our economic life skillfully and

Supplies Are Low --- The Result Is Inflation 


HAT is inflation? The classic answer is: “A condition created when effective) 
Weems exceeds the supply of goods and services.”’ 
Inflation can occur without a war, but war makes it almost inevitable be- 

cause (1) war diverts and often destroys the means of producing goods and services and 
(2) virtually all wars are fought in part on credit, thereby creating money that can 


be spent after the war for the fewer available goods and services. \ 


When there is more money (effective de- 


mand) than goods prices go up unless con- 
trolled, as they were here during the war 
and as they still are in Great Britain. That 
is the law of supply and demand. 


If the amount of money is great, as when 
a country prints unlimited batches, as Ger- 
many did after World War I and as China 
is doing now, prices soar without limit. Ours 
is not a printing press inflation, however, 
and is not likely to become one. Neverthe- 
less the present volume of currency in circu- 
lation, $28,600,000,000, is near the all-time 
high. In 1941 it was $11,160,000,000; i 
1933, $5,520,000,000. 


More important, the present “effective” 
purchasing power is composed of past sav- 
ings, current income and future credit, as 
represented by this currency, bank deposits 
and Government securities. The effective 
demand is from national, state and local 
governments as well as persons and corpora- 
tions. All have the money to bid for the 
insufficient supply of goods and services. 


The extent of this great inflationary pres- 
sure was described by Chairman Eccles of 
the Federal Reserve System in his testimony 
before the Joint Congressional Economic 
Committee last month. He said: 


“At the end of 1946, individuals and 
businesses held about $223,000,000,000 of 
such liquid sayings (bank deposits and Gov- 
ernment securities) or more than three 
- times the prewar total. Similarly, the cur- 
rent national income is at an all-time high 
level. It is running at the rate of $200,- 
000,000,000 a year, or about two and a 
half times the total for 1940, the highest 
vear prior to the war. It is due toa record 
high agricultural income, high wages for 
organized labor and other workers, but not 
all of them, and unprecedented business 
profits. This is augmented by a readily 
available supply of excessively easy credit 
for consumer's goods of all kinds, for hous- 
ing, for short- and long-term business loans, 
for state and municipal expenditures and for 
foreign credits and grants. The notable ex- 


ception is loans to buy listed stocks, which . 
” 


are sharply restricted by the Reserve 
Board’s marginal requirements.’’

The Example of Altgeld 
It is appropriate after all that the speakers 
for the meeting Tuesday night in Chieago to 
observe the 100th anniversary of John Peter 


Altgeld’s birth will include not only Justice 


William O. Douglas of the Supreme Court and 


| Cardinal Stritch, but also Gov. Dwight H. Green. 


As is noted elsewhere in today’s Post-Dispatch, 
Justice Douglas will be there in effect to over- 
rule the bitter judgment of Justice David J. 
Brewer that Altgeld was a traitor, passed after 
Altgeld issved pardons for the surviving Hay- 
market prisoners in 1893. Cardinal Stritch’s 
presence will go far to cancel out the vilifica- 
tion and prejudice which kept clergymen from 
participating in Altgeld's funeral in 1902. As 
for Dwight: Green, his appearance will show 


that partisanship has been forgotten at last: 


and that Vachel Lindsay’s. eagle forgotten is 
now recognized for the great man he was. 

Yet the occasion should mean more for Gov. 
Green than Gov, Green’s presence should mean 
for the occasion. It should reveal to the present 
chief executive of Illinois a standard of public 
service based on intense concern for the welfare 
of the people, as for example, coal miners. 

When Altgeld was Governor, there was a coal 
company at Spring Valley, Ill., whose greed and 
indifference to the safety of its workers caused 
repeated strikes and violence. Here is what 
Altgeld told the Illinois Legislature about it:

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Ponderable Question 

Senator Taft had no answer for a Washing- 
ton housewife who, outraged by a price of $2.50 
a pound for beef, phoned him to ask when he 
was going to make up his mind whether meat 
rationing is necessary.

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Strange Alliance in France

nist bloc, and the De Gaullist followers. 

The Communist bloc opposes the measure, of 
course, because they think’ it would contribute 
to French recovery, which would disappoint 
them terribly. The De Gaullists are not. op- 
posed to French recovery in itself, but they 
would hate to see it achieved without the ac- 
cession to power of Gen. De Gaulle. In their 
present attitude, the De Gaullist bloc reflects

The primary inter- 
est of the St, Louis 
newspaper lies in the 
fact that the South- 
western Bell Tele 
phone Co. which 
covers a wide area, 
is now asking a big 
increase, The same Fred S$. Hunt 
arguments that are being used in Missouri 
and surrounding states have been used for 
increases elsewhere. They appear in every 
instance, and they ought to be examined. 


The Milwaukee area and other areas in 
Wisconsin have just had a big increase 
slapped on them temporarily, with the pos- 
sibility that it.may be permanent. Before 
it is made permanent, there should certain- 
ly be the most pointed study. 

There is no denying, and we are not here 
attempting to deny, that the operating 


costs for telephone service have gone up. 


And that takes more money. On the basis 
of the present setup, there is little question 


‘ that a request for a reasonable advance 


can be justified, But is the setup right? 
Are the practices which grow out of it 
right? — 


Not in Customer’s Favor 


The main trouble lies in the deep-seated 
relationship between A.T.&T. and its sub- 
sidiaries. This relationship is such that 
when a subsidiary needs money, the bor- 
rowing may result in a great advantage to 
the parent company. It certainly does not 
work out in favor of the customer and 
lower rates. 


A second questionable practice revolves 
around the way supplies are sold to the 
subsidiaries by another subsidiary. 

A third practice involves excessive depre- 
ciation reserves and the inclusion of at 
least a part of the accumulated reserves in 
the rate base. 

Such problems were-involved in the his- 
toric case fought out in the 1030s. when the 
Wisconsin Public Service Commission tried 
to reduce rates in this state. The commis- 
sion did a good job in weeding out unjus- 
tifiable practices and ended up with a 
rate base of approximately $35,000,000. | 

Then the company took refuge in the 
courts, Judge Hoppmann of the Dane 
County Circuit Court, harking back to the 


old-line thought in dealing with utilities— 
the thought that produced and buttressed 
high utility rates in this country—almost 
completely undid the work of the com- 
mission. 


He ended up by granting the company 


a rate base of $51,000,000. He let in the ex-' 


cessive expenses claimed and the prices 
charged by Weatern Electric, another A. T. 
& T. subsidiary. He left the ownership and 
revenue relations with the A.T. &T. undis- 
turbed. He sanctioned the fantastic claim 
of “going value”—a claim that should have 
no place in @ utility monopoly. 


Dig to the Root 


Fred 8. Hunt, the able Milwaukeean who 
was a member of the Public Service Com- 
mission, estimated that there was from 
$13,000,000 to $16,000,000 of pure gravy in 
the telephone rate base when Judge Hopp- 
mann got through with it. 

As if that wasn’t bad enough, our own 
State Supreme Court, when the case came 
before it, added some more gravy and fixed 
the final rate base at $53,500,000. 

The company in its present contention 
says it ig not earning a fair return. And 
perhaps it isn’t—on $53,500,000. But if that 
base were the $35,000,000 fixed by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, the return would 
be very good. 

All this, it seems to us, points the course 
the commission should now pursue. It 
granted temporary relief and in the situa- 
tion in which our courts plunged us, that 
was about the only thing it could do. But 
before it makes these higher rates perma- 
nent, it ought te dig to the very root of 
the matter. It should not let the present 
practices used by the A.T.&T. and the 
Wisconsin Telephone Co. rest as they are. 

Our belief is that if these practices were 
put on a proper basis—from the standpoint 
of utility patrons—and other changes were 
made in the rate base, millions could be 


saved, Then the Wisconsin Telephone Co. - 


would have operating and maintenance 
money, proper reserves, and @ fair return 
—without needing most of the $6,400,000 
boost it is now enjoying on a temporary 
basis.

ECRETARY MARSHALL has told us that there is only one way 
out of the zone of war, into which Russian policy has brought 
the whole world. There must first be a “genuine settlement,” 
which will then be “reflected” in a paper “agreement.”

essential requirement for this “genuine settlment” is to fill the politi- 
cal and economic vacuum that is now western Europe. 


In previous reports, the objec- 
tives and methods of the Russian 
policy have been examined.

In tactical terms, the policy is 
first to hold our own line, and 
then to launch a flank attack. On 
this plan, the major Western pow- 
ers, Britain, France and the United 
States, have now united under 
American leadership, And what 
makes the plan possible at all is 
the Sb nme of American resources 
to nee and support it. 

More specifically, the war has 
left a condition in western Burope 
which constitutes a standing 
temptation to the Russians a 
vacuum which the Russians wish 
to fill, Economic dislocation has 
led to political and social deteri- 
oration in every western European 
nation, and especially in the-three 
most important, France, Italy and 
Germany. | 

Optimism Not Justified. 

It ig intensely misleading to be- 
come optimistic because the Ger- 
mans are now anti-Communist, or 
because the French and Italians 
have just repelled the first: Com- 
munist assaults upon the integ- 
rity of their states. 

Even in the present case, the 
French and Italian governments 
would hardly have had the self- 
confidence to meet the Communist 
challenge if the European interim 
aid bill had not assured them : of 
bread and fuel for their people. 

At the same time, the recent 
crises have actually worsened the 
underlying economic situation in 
France and Italy. 

If strong measures are not 
taken to reverse the trend, eco- 
nomic misery must eventually 
drive the French and Italian peo- 
— to the desperate remedies of 

esperate men-—to acceptance of 
the totalitarianiam of the Right 

or of the Left, . 

If either France or Italy goes, 
the whole European structure will 
collapse, 

But strong measures to rehabil- 
itate France, Italy, Germany and 
the rest of western Europe are 
now proposed, in the form of the 
rine 40 recovery program or 
Marshall plan. Thig is the key to 
the future. 

By rehabilitating Western BHu- 
rope, we shall hold our own line, 
and greatly lessen the temptation 
to the Russians to strike across 
it. By the same token, we shall 
also launch a flank attack on the

Many Used to More Freedom,

FRIGHTONING spector to So- 
Avis Russia is the admiration 
many Russian youths feel] for 
things and ways American. ' 

Looking back up my experiences 
in Boviet Russia last spring, now 
that I have returned to America, 
I feel that this story of Russia's 
youth is probably one of the least 
known aspects of that fabulous 
country. 

It may surprise Amerfcans to 
know that many Russian youths 
even consider themselves a “lost 
generation.” They express their 


cynicism and discouragement in 
remarks like this: “Have we 
achieved Socialism yet or are con- 
ditions going to get still worse?” 
and: “When will we have Com- 
munism in Soviet Russia?,In a 
thousand years!” 


Some of them declare the Soviet 
Government has washed its hands 
of them and is building for the 
future with the more pliable teen- 
agers. 

There is an undercurrent of 
near despair in the minds of some 
of these youths, They are the ones 
who, about 20 years old when the 
war broke out and 24 or 25 when 
it ended, suffered great disloca- 
tions In their lives, ls lost hus- 
bands, Girls and boys had to drop 
out of universities. They find it 
hard now to pick up the threads 
where they left off. 


Many Feel Uheated, 


They. feel they have been cheate 
of part of their youth already an 
now must spend the rest of their 
lives in poverty. During the war 
they sustained themselves by 
idealizing the prewar period and 
dreaming of the return of this 
golden age when the war would 
be over. 


But when the war ended, they 
quickly found that life was much 
harder than before, They take 
little consolation in the assurances 
that if they will work hard and 
be patient, everything will be all 
right in 10 or 15 years, 


In the war many Russian: youths 
had a chance to see how the 
outside world lives, They learned 
how America surpassed their 
country in what they call “cul- 
ture”’—a popular word in Russia 
meaning a combination of stand- 
ard of living, manners and such 
eat as kindness and considera- 

on. 


Impression of U.S. Goods. 


American lend-lease gave many 
more Russians their first look at 
the superior type of goods turned 
out by our country. 


Soviet propaganda since the war 
has attempted to counter this tend- 
ency by asserting the superiority 
of Russian “culture” and products, 
How to use foreign culture with- 
out being seduced by it has been 
a Russian problem since the time 
of Peter the Great. But the Soviet 
Russian rulers have magnified 
this problem for themselves by 
stimulating the materialistic de- 
sires of the people without provid- 
ns sufficient means for satisfying 

em. 


Some Russian youths have 
— intellectual escape into the 
past, especially into certain as- 
pects of Russian classical litera- 
ture. Some young Russians have 
shown themselves indifferent to 
the doctrines of Marx and Lenin, 
which are compulsory subjects of 
study in secondary schools and 
colleges. Some have even dared 
to criticize the bureaucrats for the 
privileges they take, the raw deal 
eae’ give the workers, and the 
laxity they display at translating 
into practice the freedom of 
speech and other rights guaran- 
teed by the Constitution. 

They don’t voice this criticism 
out loud, however--and they don’t 
usually whisper it, even, to any- 
one but a trusted foreigner. The

He asserted that the members of 
the Politburo had differed am 
themselves as to the wisdom o 
the policy now being pursued, and 
that Molotov, who headed the 
group responsible for it, had won 
out only after bitter opposition, 


In my friend's belief, the Molo- 
tov majority of the Politburo are 
confident that a disastrous eco 
nomic depression will hit the 
United States before the end of 
the year 1948. They are persuaded 
that the American Government 
will then be. forced to withdraw 
its occupation troops from central 
Europe and to terminate the heavy 
drain on American resources rep- 
resented a Marshall plan. The 
way would then be clear for the 
Soviet government to consolidate 
its control over Germany and Aus 
tria. 

In that event western Europe is 
expected to fall automatically into 
the hands of local Communists. 

If the Molotov a proves ac 
curate the Soviet Union could 
easily shore up its own economic 
structure for the time being in the 
assurance that the industria] re- 
sources of western Europe would 
be available to it before 1950. 


Evidence to Support Thesis.

* Except in one aspect of the Aus- 
trian negotiation, Molotov has 
spurned all compromises since the 
peace treaties with Italy and the 
Axis satellites were concluded. 


He has refused to consider the 
economic unification of Germany 
unless the ten billion dollars of 
reparations “demanded” by Russia 
were taken out ‘of current G n 
preduction—in other words, out of 
the pockets of the American tax- 
payers. 

e has refused to consent to 
the incorporation of the Saar in 
France's economy unless the three 
Western powers ratified . Ger- 
many’s present boundary. with Po- 
land, although the Potsdam agree- 
ments specifically provided that 
this frontier was subject to fur- 
ther negotiation, 

He has refused to consider the 
imposition of international con- 
trols over Germany's key indus- 
tries In the east although he in- 
sists on a.

He hag refused to agree to the 
establishment of any German gov- 
ernment unless it is a form of gov- 
ernment readily amenable to Com- 
munist control. 

The logical reason for Molotov’s 
adamant refusal to negotiate on 
any front would seem to be his 
confidence that Russia can by in- 
transigence secure all that 
presently seeks, and that there is 
no need for it to accept lesg by 
compromise and by negotiation.

Such a publication, of course, 
is no substitute for a museum 
visit—especially not when the 
reproductions are in such a re- 
duced scale. A half-tone really 
is only an aid to the recollection 
of a painting. But even though 
so limited, this book is interest- 
ing in library or easy chair. Be- 
cause it represents so’ many of 
our painters, it suggests rather 
strongly the development of. an 
American school—and, fortu- 
nately, one not dominated by the 
late Grant Wood. 

It shows not only similarities 
in subject matter, but in ap- 
proach and technique. There are 
strong individualists, of course, 
but many American painters are 
leaning on one another to a 
greater extent than one may 
have realized. This is not neces- 
sarily a bad thing. Instead, it 
may be an inevitable instance of 
history repeating itself. It hap- 
pened in Italy and the Low Coun- 
tries; why not in the United 
States? 


The greater danger, paradoxi- 
cally, may stem out of the pres- 
ent popularity and prosperity of 
American painters. They are no 
longer living in cold garrets. 
Advertisers and architects are 
clamoring for their works in 
competition with museums and 
private collectors. They can sell 
pictures just about as fast as 
they can paint them. . Is that 
good?

OSEPH CONRAD died in 
J 1924 and his reputation went 

into a decline almost imme- 
diately. There are fashions in 
literature as in other human 
fancies and none of them, in 
these days, is wholly unconnect- 
ed with the necessities of the 
market place. Publishers are 
naturally concerned with the 
promotion of their newest mod- 
els and literary commentators 
afe inclined to be more inter- 
ested in the uncovering of fresh 
talents. than in adding another 
footnote to a record that has 
been closed. 

Anyone who has known the 
best of Conrad, however, must 
have been certain that a renewal 
of interest would not be indefi- 
nitely delayed. Conrad never 
owed his fame to a closed group 
nor to any coincidence of subject 
matter, style, or viewpoint with 
the special interests of a particu- 
lar period. As a man he couldn't 
have been unaware of the social 
changes that were going on all 
about him but as an artist he 
was preoccupied entirely with 
the fate of man in his struggle 
with the elemental and seeming- 
ly anarchic fury of life. 

For the present generation of 
readers Conrad should be as 
“modern” as he ever was. It is 
not too surprising, therefore, to 
find a perceptive contemporary 
explorer devoting a monograph 
to the Conrad novels but it is 
encouraging to note that he con- 
siders the ‘‘rediscovery’”’ of Con- 
rad an imminent possibility. The 
study in question is by James B. 
Guerard Jr. (New Directions, 
New York) and he digcloses in 
passing that he is not alone. 
Since 1930, well after the false 
twilight had enveloped the repu- 
tation of this restless Pole turned 
Englishman, some six or seven 
other studies of Conrad have 
been published. Their authors 
are among the readers Conrad 
has never lost and it is through 
them that the literate public 
will again find him. . 

, As Mr. Guerard ‘points out, 
Conrad, like any writer of parts, 
has a number of facets, any one 
of which may attract a certain 
category of readers. What in- 
terests him, however, and what 
he believes is the chief interest 
for any critical reader is the ex-

Putting it so baldly may mis- 
lead the reader as to the exact 
nature of Mr. Guerard’s precise- 
ly stated conclusions. It is pos- 
sible, in fact, that even Mr. 
Guerard’s pamphlet may be mis- 
leading to those who are not al- 
reacgy acquainted with Conrad, 
because of its emphasis on Con- 
rad's prevailing nihilism. The 
words ‘“nihilism’’ and .‘‘pessim- 
ism’’ are so powerful and all- 
pervading that one might be led 
to believe that the Conrad novels 
were saturated with an atmos- 
phere of depression and defeat. 


Yet I am sure that the reader 
who approaches these novels 
without prejudice will not find 
them so. And I am not refer- 
ring simply to the imperceptive 
reader who will. like them, if at 
all, because of their narrative 
interest or their exotic atmos- 
phere, but to those who are af- 
fected by the whole complex of 
their qualities. 


Victory over life, over the un- 
predictable involutions of fate, 
--ay not be possible in Conrad’s 
book; but dignity, courage, gen- 
erosity, devotion to duty, simple 
faith and love give meaning to 
the struggle. Conrad’s novels 
have the luster of spiritual ad- 
venture. And if one must ab- 
stract a philosophy from a work 
of art one may seize this plain 
implication; that gallantry in ac- 
tion is its own reward but it is 
a sure reward and one that can 
impart a glow to life, however 
momentarily. 

Conrad’s ‘“‘classic pessimism” 
is undeniable but as felt in the 
solution of his-:writing it is not 
an invitation to quietism nor to 
any other procurable anesthesia 
against the sensation of living. 
So far as the reader is con- 
cerned its effect is elevating and 
sensitizing and again I am speak- 
ing of the reader who knows 
what he is reading. Whether 
this effect is produced by a play 
of ideas, vividness of images,

Specialized U.N. Agencies Report 
Progress in Their Fields in.’47| 


Top Officials of 8 Agencies Warn, However, 
They Have Barely Scratched Surface in 
Efforts Toward a Better World.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 27} 


—The specialized agencies of thé 
United Nations banded together 
today to give the 57 U.N. states 
a -report of solid international 


achievement during 1947 in the 


non-political field. 


Top officials of eight agencies, 
writing in the Jan. i issue of the 
United Nations Weekly Bulletin, 
gave a comprehensive picture of 
progress toward higher standards 
of health, nutrition, education, so- 
cial security and economic sta- 
bility. But they warned almost 
unanimously tanat thetr achieve- 
ments so far barely scratched the 
surface. 

The agencies are the Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO), 
the International Labor Organiza- 
tion (ILO), the UN Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion (UNESCO), the International 
Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO), the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment (World Bank), the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, the pre- 
paratory commission of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization 
(IRO), and the ‘interim commis- 
sion of the World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO). 

The theme .of the eight reports 
was a tempered optimism over 
agreement among most of the 
world’s governments on matters 
affecting day-to-day living—in con- 
trast to the disheartening events 
in the political sphere. 

The agencies include most of 
the U.N. membership, although 
Russia belongs only to the World 
Health Organization. 


Food Shortage Prediction, 


Along with the optimism was a 
stark prediction by Sir John Boyd 
Orr, director general of the FAO, 
that the world food _ shortage, 
acute since the end of the war, 
“must continue for many years.” 
During 1948, he said, many per- 
sons in Europe and Asia will die 
from the effects of the shortage 
and even a bumper harvest will 
not change the situation appre- 
ciably. 


“Taking account of the expected 
increase of world population, food 
production must be increased by 
110 per cent in the next 25 years 
if sufficient food is to be provided 
for all of mafkind,” he said. “Only 
co-operative international action 
can prevent the direst calamities.” 

In brief, the accomplishments 
of the agencies added up this way: 

AO—The major achievement in 
1947 was the creation of the World 
Food Council, and 18-government 
group that will give the FAO di- 
rect and continuous working con- 
tact for the first time with its 
member governments. The coun- 
cil will continue the functions of 
the International Emergency Food 
Council, which has worked out al- 
locations for scarce foods, and is 
ogee to go out of existence Dec. 

1, 


At the same time, the FAO has 
sent or is planning to send mis- 
sions to Poland, Siam and Vene- 
zuela to study and advise on food 
production; has furnished techni- 
cal experts to many nations; has 
held conferences on specific agri- 
cultural problems in Europe and 
Asia, and has issued information 
and statistics to its members, 


Labor Group’s Report. 


ILO—This is the only one of the | 
is older than the} 


agencies that 
U.N, (it was formed under the 
League of Nations). The ILO re- 
sumed in 1947 all of its prewar ac- 
tivities and revived or*established 
groups to handle such _ special 
problems as social insurance, co- 
operatives and matters affecting 
salaried employes and professional 
workers. In addition, it arranged 
regional conferences on labor mat- 
ters in Asia and the Middle East, 
and sponsored smaller meetings in 
other parts of the world. 


The report; written by Edward 
Phelan, director general, sum- 
marized the 1947 program as “re- 
construction consolidation * and 
adaption.” As a major achieve- 
ment, it emphasized adoption by 
the ILO conference in Geneva of 
a eonvention on labor inspection 
to promote establishment of ma- 
chinery in each country to insure 
“stric€ and uniform application of 
Social legislation.” 


UNESCO—Julian Huxley, direc- 
tor general of the organization, 
reported that UNESCO in 1947 be- 
gan “successful operations at al- 
most every point along its broad 
front of international education, 
science and culture.” The agency 
has started to provide concrete 
benefits. books, scholarships, 
scientific equipment, musical in- 
struments and other items to pro-' 
mote education—using funds and 
material collected or 


promised 


through efforts of* voluntary or- 
ganizations, 

UNESCO also has helped to or- 
ganize conferences on fundamental 
education in China and Mexico 
and has promoted publication of 
a book on the subject. It also hag 
started a program of teaching 
international understanding in 


schools, is helping to promote a 
research and survey program in| 
the Amazon basin, and has se-| 
cured fellowships to give profes-| 
sional workers in press, radio and 
films in wartorn countries a 


chance for training in modern 
methods and tecaniques. 
Ready to Tackle Problems. 

ICAO—This group, including 46 
members which operate more than 
90 per cent of the world’s inter- 
national air transport, was oc- 
cupied mostly with organizational 
work, but is ready to handle con- 
erete problems in 1948, it was re- 
ported by Dr. Edward Warner, 
president of the ICAO Council, 

In the midst of ofganization, 
however, the agency found time 
to start discussion of internation- 
al agreements on. exchange of 
commercial aviation rights, adop- 
tion of uniform technical stand- 
ards, and plans for international 
financing of navigational facili- 
ties. It also arranged regional 
meetings in Peru, for the South 
American region, and Rio de Ja- 
neiro, for the South Atlantic. Oth- 
er conferences were held in Brus- 
sels on legal matters, and Mont- 
real on airports and airport hght- 
ing. 

World Bank—In a report that 
promised the bank’s assistance in 
the future on development of eco- 
nomically backward regions, John 
J. McCloy, president, reported that 
it has made loans of $497,000,000 
to four states—France, The Neth- 
erlands, Denmark and Laxem- 
bourg. At the same time, it has 
sold two bond issues on the Amer- 
ican market, and will float issues 
elsewhere “as conditions improve.” 

The Marshall plan, McCloy 
wrote, will have a direct bearing 
on the bank’s operation, since the 
furnishing of materials under 
such a program, together with co- 
operative efforts ong the coun- 
tries concerned, will “greatly in- 
crease the productive potentiali- 
ties of Europe as a whole” and 
augment productivity of bank 
loans to the area., 


Monetary Fund — So far, the 
fund, which was set up to ease 
the postwar difficulties in inter- 
national monetary exchange, has 
made available to members nearly 
$435,000,000 in United States cur- 
rency and $6,000,000 in British 
pounds sterling in exchange for 
their national currencies. At the 
same time, fund officials have 
visited 25 of the 45 member states, 
assisting and advising them on 
fiscal affairs. 


The report, prepared by M. H, 
Parsons, operating director of the 
fund, was the only one to make 
pointed reference to political diffi- 
culties. The effectiveness of the 
fund’s work, it said, “will depend 
in large part on the progress of 
political stabilization throughout 
the world.” 

The fund may be able to help 
achieve such .§ stability, Parsons 
said, wherever political troubles 
are based on monetary or ex- 
change difficulties. 


IRO— The organization, pro- 
posed by the General Assembly 
last December, is still in the pre- 
paratory commission stage, but it 
has cared for an average of 650,- 
000 persons a month in displated 
persons camps in Germany, Aus- 
tria, Italy and the Middle East. 
Only eight governments have rati- 
fied the IRO constitution. Seven 
more ratifications are needed to 
we the organization into full 
ife, 

William Hallam Tuck, executive 
secretary of the commission, re- 
ported that it has already re- 
established 100,000 displaced per- 
sons by repatriation and re- 
settlement, but that 1,000,000 re- 
main to be settled in new homes. 
The rate must be vastly increased 
in 1948, he said. The program 
will be costly at first, he added, 
“but much less costly than indefi- 
nite continuance of the care and 
maintenance program” the IRO 
must carry on in the: camps. 

WHO —The most spectacular 
accomplishment of the health 
agency in 1947 was in its fight 
against the cholera epidenvc in 
Egypt. Dr. Frank A. Caldérone, 
director of.the interim commis- 
sion’s headquarters in New York, 
said the fight was “the first time 
in medical history that an epi- 
demic which spread at the rate 
of more than 1000 new cases a 
day has been checked in so short 
a time’—two months,

F.R.S.E., F.Z.S. and M.B.0.U.” 
That array gave us a momen- 
tary scare, but we grabbed ‘a 
piece of paper, wrote our own 
name and added F.O.B., C.O.D., 
R.8S.V.P., KSD-TV and B.B.W.A.- 
We felt better after that. Actual-. 
ly we are a member of the B.B. 
W.A. and the others were easy. 

Mr. Gladstone’s book (H. F, & 
G: Witherby, London, W.C.) will 
do many things for the duck 
shooter. If Mr. Coghlan and his

Veteran quail hunters are frankly 
worried about the future of their 
sport in this state. The Missouri 
Conservation Commission itself 
gave an indication of alarm when 
it urged recently that shooters 


leave seven or eight birds in each 
covey for seed stock in areas of 
sparse cover. 


Quail, first of all, have been 
hard to find and, secondly, those 
found have been hard to hit. Not 
one, but many, hunters said they 
had never seen the birds fly so far 
after being flushed or singles that 
showed such dexterity in hiding. 

The first point, however, is of 
primary concern, Many reasons 


were advanced for.the shortage of 
bobwhites, Principal ones were: 
Flood conditions and heavy 
rains during the hatching sea- 
gon. 
Predators—foxes, wolves, house 
cats and blue-tail hawks. 
Insufficient grain for food. 
Heavy gun pressure. 
Soil erosion. 

Experienced observers point out 
that the decline in the number of 
quail has been going on for sev- 
eral yearg but generally escaped 
notice during the war. 

‘ Ten Years and No More? 

Some feel the situation is so 
grave that, unless remedial meas- 
ures are taken, there is a likeli- 
hood of no quail hunting at all in 
a decade; others are of a more 
optimistic -view and believe that 
better weather conditions in 1948 
would be enough to restore the 
bobwhites. . 

Unquestionably, the floods and 
heavy rains earlier thi syear took 
a toll of. eggs and young birds, 
particularly in the lowlands, Re- 
ports from many sections of the 
state disclose a prevalence of 
foxes and wolves. The farmer's 
cat is coming under increasing 


jscrutiny as an enemy of quail.

No matter what the quality of the hunting during the remain- 
ing days of the season, which will end at sundown New Year's day, 
this year ig certain to be remembered as a poor one for the shooting 


parts of the state and can give 
specific examples to support their 
statements, 

What the Hunters Say. 

Zerschey, who is editor of the 
Missouri Quail Hunters magazine, 
said: “I have hunted near Lick- 
ing, Mo., for the last 10 years and 
have always found from eight te 
ten coveys over the weekend, 

“When I was there the week 
before last, however, I got up only 
three coveys in two days. 

“At. Middletown, where I have 
hunted for the last four years, 
i would age up five to six coveys 
la day. I got two to three this 
year.” 

Edgar: “Of all the quail I found, 
9@ per cent have bee in the woods. 
They have acorns in their crops, 
showing that they have stayed in 
the woods, There were very few 
birds in the fields in the Ozark 
country where I hunt.” 


Sparks: “I believe this is the 


} worst season I have experienced 


in 30 years of hunting quail in 


|} Missouri, I have had the ‘widest’ 


dog and hunted harder than I 
have in years, but I never found 
more than four coveys on any one 
day. Not only that, but the 
coveys were small. 

“Even in the northern part of 
the state, where birds are always 
fairly plentiful, it was hard to find 
them.” 

Sparks made hunting trips to 
Ralls, Iron, Washington, Cole and 
Lincoln counties. 

Roycroft said: “I’ve been out 
five times and I'm ashamed to tell 
you the results. Not once have I 


got the limit and I’m still shooting 
on my first box of shells,” 

He is president of the Missouri 
Quail Hunters. 

Wallace commented: “The hunt- 
ing hasn't geen good; there's no 
question about it. You just don’t 
find the singles, 

“On our place at Rolla, 17 
coveys were seen frequently dur- 
ing the summer but, during the 
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season, we could find only nine.” 

Hoechst, who operates the Oak- 
ville Farm Kennels in Lemay, said 
the hunters who came to his place 
complained of the quail season. 

“Very few men killed their limit 
this year in a day or even in two 
days,” Hoechst declared. “Any- 
where you go, the birds are scarce. 
I just got back last night after 
hunting for three days with four 
other men near Trenton, Our total 
bag was 27 birds.” 


Another unsuccessfu] hunt was 


described by McDonald, 2019 Moni- | Illinois 


teau drive, Belnor, who, incidental- 
ly, spent some of his time look- 
ing for quail in Moniteau county, 

“On my last year four of us 
got up 14 coveys and killed 67 
birds in two days,” he said. “This 
year, at the same place, three of 
us got up three coveys and killed 
14 birds in two days.” 

McDonald, who has been a quail 
hunter for 20 years, termed this 
season one of the worst he had 
ever seen—if not the worst, 


A daily log kept by Gross on his 
quail hunts showed he got 46 birds 
in 16 days of hunting this year 
in Moniteau, Dunklin, Wayne, But- 
ler and Washington counties, 
Gross, who. lives at 9651 Edmund 
drive, Overland, killed the limit 
on only. one day,

HE first time a casual visitor 
to the Country Club Plaza, on 
Kansas City’s south side,. sees 
the fabulous Nichols’ towers, he 
is likely to decide that he has 
come upon agmirage in the mid- 
west.

“They're facing the same prob- 
lems as the pilgrims,” he reports. 
“We can give each family only 
$100 to start their farm and some- 
times ten of them have to share 
a single plow.” 
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ERSECUTION and pilgrimage 
is nothing new to the followers 
of Menno Simons, a priest who 
left his church in 1536 to join a 
group of Swiss bible students that 
later named themselves after him. 
The first ten years of their new 
way of life saw 5000 of them killed, 

NowW split into 17 separate sects 
which join’ forces only when 
threatened by common disaster— 
such as compulsory military _serv- 
ice—they maintain their way of 
life in rural isolation, They rarely 
“make” the newspapers except 
when some mishap befalls one of 
the Amish sect which has pre- 
served its odd, ancient ways more 
strictly than the others, 

Their broad-brimmed black hats 
and their dark clothes, using 
hooks instead of buttons, were 
originally designed to make them 
inconspicuous. Now when these 
somber-faced men appear on busy 
downtown streets of larger cities 
every head will turn, 

In Hillsboro and elsewhere the 
Mennonites have found that rigid 
adherence to their old ways is 
both unnecessary and hardly con— 
ducive to making them plain and 
inconspicuous as their religion de- 
mands. They no longer object 
to their women working—though 
in most households the wives and 
daughters are not placed on the 
pedestal traditionally reserved for 
them by the American male. They 
keep up their music—nearly every- 
body here sings in a choir or 
plays a musical instrument—but 
when two youthful members of a 
choral group touring the country 
were caught coming out of the 
movies in a distant city not long 
ago, they received their train 
tickets home in short order. 

Mennonites here are not much 
interested in politics. When a 
prominent and popular man from 
their own ranks ran for mayor 
some years ago, he received only 
300 votes. His own church is said 
to have had 700 members, 

But their farms are among the 
best.in a state known for well-run 
acres. A large co-operative cream- 
ery, supplying areas within a ra- 
dius of 130 miles with butter, milk 
and ice cream employs several 
hundred people and is rated 
among the most efficient and pro- 
gressive establishments of its 
kind in Kansas.
